claimed, however, that the com­ 
bined areas would be of like 
interests, that 5s, no rural jaun­ 
ty would be included in a dis­ 
trict containing a metropolitan 
area. 
Some

have 
feared Issue No. 3 would result 
in a rural area being swallowed 
by a big city voting bloc. 
For 
instance, 
in 
the 
state 
senatorial setup, Franklin and 
Pickaway 
Counties 
form 
one 
district with two senators being 
elected. Franklin County had a 
19 60 population of 683,000 while 
Pickaway had only 36,000. 
Some in Pickaway County sa y 
the facts of political life ob­ 
viously favor the big city area. 
But Cloud contends the courts 
would clarify any m isrepresen­ 
tation which would develop 
“ Full protection w'ould thus 
be insured to Ohio people for a 
fair plan of Ohio House mem­ 
bership districts if Issue 3 is 
approved as an amendment to 
the Ohio constitution,” Cloud as­ 
serted. 
“ If Ohio people and their duly 
elected re; .esentatives in office 
are unable to accomplish such 
a plan,” he added, “then the 
federal district court has ex ­ 
pressly 
said 
that 
it will 
be 
forced to devise the districts.” 
The 
federal 
court 
directed 
Ohio House apportionment on 
the basis of substantially equal 
population in line with the U. S. 
Suprem e Court’s “one-man, one- 
vote” edict. Ohio senatorial dis­ 
tricts were unaffected. 
Cloud said state representa­ 
tives w’ould be elected in con­ 
gressional districts within Cuy­ 
ahoga. Hamilton and Franklin 
counties and elected countywide 
in other major population coun­ 
ties.

VATICAN CITY (AP) — Pope 
Paul VI condemned guerrilla 
warfare

WASHINGTON (AP) _ The 
American Farm Bureau Feder­ 
ation announced today the ap­ 
pointment of a committee to 
study a proposal that it buy a 
nationwide chain of food stores. 
Such action has been advocat­ 
ed for many months by the Ohio 
Farm Bureau Federation, an af­ 
filiate, as a means of increas­ 
ing farm bargaining power in 
the sale of farm products. 
President Charles S. Shuman 
named Walter L. Randolph of 
Montgomery, Ala., as chairm an 
of the study group. Randolph 
is vice president of the federa­ 
tion. 
Advocates 
contend 
that 
if 
members of the big farm 
or­ 
ganization controlled a big food 
chain, they could ex ercise more 
control over processor products 
which are accorded shelf space 
in stores. 
Shuman said in an announce­ 
ment that the committee plans 
to meet w'ith consultants repre­ 
senting various segments of the 
food m arketing and m erchan­ 
dising industry.

But U.S. officials in Santo Dom­ 
ingo and other observers believe 
no one now is in control — or 
could regain control — of the 
armed rebel bands, which in­ 
clude many young civilians.

strongly that it would be neces­ 
sary for American troops to oc­ 
cupy Santo Domingo to end the 
fighting. 
“The rebels are a determined 
group of people wrho have gone 
beyond the point of no return, 
and they 
are going to keep 
going until they bring the coun­ 
try down around their necks,” 
one observer said.

chy — a total absence of gov­ 
ernment, law and order.

innocent bystander here. 
Particularly if he is a pedes­ 
trian he is fair game for all and 
the only time he isn’t in danger 
of being run down is during the 
curfew hours between 2 and 4 
a .hi. If he is abroad then he is 
only in danger of being shot by 
the police. 
It is said that one reason the 
besieging 
Viet 
Cong 
haven’t I 
taken Saigon is that after reach­ 
ing the outskirt of the city they 
decided it would be hopeless to 
try to fight their way through 
the traffic. 
Saigon 
traffic 
is 
famous 
throughout the 
Far 
East. 
It; 


starts early in the morning and, 
except for a three-hour siesta 
break, continues until it gets too 
dark to see a pedestrain. 
If you 
strike one 
and

found at fault you must pay his 
hospital or funeral costs. Buies 
of the road prohibit a motorist 
from 
pursuing the 
pedestrian 
across sidewalks or into public 
buildings. 
“Actually you rarely see a 
pedestrian

In one of his many expansive mo­ 
ments, Khrushchev predicted the So­ 
viet Union would bury the United States 
economically by 1970. To Soviet work­ 
ers lucky enough to be around in 1980 
he promised free apartments piped 
with free gas. water and heat, free 
medical services, free transportation, 
free on-the-job lunches and the shortest 
work week in any Utopia, capitalist or 
communist. 
But not everything has been going 
according to plan, as Mr. K might be 
the first to testify. In fact his successor. 
Alexei Kosygin, has frankly admitted 
very little has. 
Take housing. Far from being f r e e . 
it still consumes a third of the average 
worker's income. So litt le is available 
that city dwellers still have to share 
apartments. 
Food production lags even more. Ac­ 
cordingly. meat and dairy supplies are 
at record highs and Soviet housewives 
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have to line up for the meager supplies 
that reach neighborhood markets. 
Durable consumer products are just 
as scarce. Automobiles, according to J 
Kosygin, are in such short supply that j 
industrial executives are reduced to I 
driving trucks on their business trips. | 
All of which leads the new Mr. K to 
conclude that what the USSR needs is a I 
five-year plan u n l i k e any before. 
Among the innovations Kosygin pro­ 
poses are “wages keyed to increased 
productivity.” 
As for overtaking U. S. productivity 
by 1970. the new Soviet premier sug­ 
gests that the USSR forget it. Washing­ 
ton’s Committee for Economic Devel­ 
opment agrees. 
With pardonable pride but still ad­ 
hering to cold statistics, the CED notes 
that the Soviet growth rate has been 
slipping since reaching a peak in 1958 
while that of the United States has man­ 
aged to show slight, but solid, gains.

Beneath the dome lie the re­ 
mains of “The Bab” — The 
Gate — the m arty r-herald of the 
faith, who was ex ecu ted by the 
Persians in 1850 becau se of his 
religiou s teachings. 
Before his death, The Bab 
predicted a promised one wou ld 
some day lead the faithfu l. This 
right was claimed by the son of 
a Tehran Cabinet minister, Mir- 
za Hu say n Ali, who took the 


! name of Baha’u ’Llah — Glory to 
1 God. 
Baha’u ’Llah 
was 
ex iled 
to 
Baghdad, and later was mov ed 
to 
Constantinople 
— 
modern 
Istanbu l — and Adrianople be­ 
fore his final imprisonment at 
Akko in Palestine. 
He 
was 
still 
u nder v irtu al 
Tu rkish hou se arrest at nearby 
Bahji when he died in 1892 at 
the age of 7 5. 
The Baha i honor and respect 
all the world’s great religion#. 
They believ e that God edu cates 
mankind throu gh a 
series of 
prophets who appear at inter­ 
v als in m an’s history : Moses, 
Zozoaster, Bu ddha, Christ, Mo­ 
hammed — and now B aha’u ’­ 
Llah. 
The faith teaches compu lsory 
edu cation, equ ality of men and 
women and elimination of all 
forms of preju dice. The Baha’i 
find no 
contradiction 
between 
science and religion. 
They believ e in the ev entu al

mankind 
and

peace. In time there will be a 
world 
order, 
world 
economy , 
one race and one religion u nder 
God. 
There are 69 national Baha'i

elect the ru ling body . The Uni­ 
v ersal Hou se of Ju stice is com­ 
prised of fou r Americans, three 
Iranians, two Britons.

IT HAS been said that the 
life of Saul wras the first of the 
“Greek tragedies,” for here was 
a man w ith g reat spiritual, in­ 
tellectual and social assets, and 
few liabilities.

DETROIT (AP> — General 
Motors wrote a fabulous page in 
American 
business 
history 
this week, 
reporting the big­ 
gest profit ever m ade in a first 
quarter by any firm and over­ 
shadowing record earnings an­ 
nounced earlier by both Ford 
and Chrysler, 


The $636-million profit topped 
the GM and U.S. industry’s old 
first-quarter high of $536 million 
set last year. It also m arked a 
new high for any quarter, sur­ 
passing the old m ark of $602 
million GM earned in the second 
quarter of 1964. 


On Monday, Ford Motor Co , 
the second largest m em ber of 
the autom otive Big Three, re ­ 
ported record earnings of $208.8 
million, a 39 per cent increase 
over the sim ilar period in 1964. 
C hrysler led off last week by 
announcing profits of $56.6 m il­ 
lion, an increase of nearly $3 
million over its old record of
